Article  1.    To  choose  the  necessary  town  officers  for  their  respective  terms. 

Article  2.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the  existing 
Town  Zoning  Ordinance  as  proposed  by  the  Planning  Board?  By 
Ballot. 

Article  3.  Are  you  in  favor  of  eliminating  the  Board  of  Assessors  as  elected 
officers?

for  Federal  Funds,  such  sum  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  Serial 
Bonds  or  Notes,  the  face  amount  not  to  exceed  $150,000.00  under 
and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance 
Act  (NH  RSA  33,  1  et  seq.,  as  amended)  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to 


determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to  take  such  other 
actions  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiation, 
sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or  notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  and  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to 
expend  such  monies  as  become  available  from  the  Federal 
Government  under  the  Financial  Assistance  Program  of  the  Con- 
struction Grants  section  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control 
Act,  as  amended  (33  U.S.C.,  1251  et  seq.,  6  Stat;  16  et  seq.)  and 
pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

Article  1 3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  police  commission  for  the 
Town  that  will  have  power  to  regulate  the  police  department  as  to 
its  set  up,  budget  use,  personnel  and  functioning,  taking  overall 
the  duties  presently  controlled  by  the  Selectmen.  Said  Commis- 
sion shall  be  composed  of  elected  five  member  board,  one  from 
each  district  of  town  (South,  North,  Village,  Hemlock  and  Old 
Claremont  Road)  and  shall  be  elected  for  one,  two  and  three  year 
terms.  This  article  is  designed  to  eliminate  conflict  of  interest  be- 
tween police  and  selectmen  and  is  an  excellent  balance  of  power 
regulator.   By  petition.  By  ballot. 


Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  forbid  the  Selectmen  to  purchase  or 
accept  or  donate  or  sell  or  exchange  any  land  or  water  or  other 
natural  resources  of  the  Town  or  within  the  town,  from  any 
individual  or  group  or  to  any  individual  or  group  without  a  precise 
discussion  and  resolution  vote  by  written  ballot  by  the  majority  of 
voters  at  a  duly  warned  annual  town  meeting.  By  petition.  By 
ballot. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  vote  on  the  library  reno- 
vation taken  at  the  1976  annual  town  meeting  and,  if  in  the  affirma- 
tive, to  enter  new  discussion  and  resolution  and  give  written  ballot 
resolution  as  early  in  the  evening  as  ballot  count  on  this  article  be 
completed,  that  the  townspeople  may  have  an  opportunity  to  dis- 
cuss the  matter  of  moving  the  police  and  town  offices  into  the 
library  area.  By  petition.  By  ballot. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  engage 
new  Town  legal  counsel  that  is  not  involved  in  business  or 
development  within  the  Town  and  that  is  not  in  any  position  of 
possible  conflict  of  interest  by  being  engaged  by  individual  town 
businesses  or  developers  or  by  the  Selectmen  themselves  as 
personal  counsel  to  said,  and  that  is  not  involved  in  judicial 
appointment  in  district  court.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  issue  immediate 
payment  to  William  C.  Ahern  of  his  1975  billing  against  the  town  of

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT  —  1976 

This  was  another  active  year  for  the  Department. 

A  total  of  239  Summons  were  issued  for  various  criminal  and  motor 
vehicle  violations.  Arrests  numbered  77,  of  these  23  were  for  operating  while 
under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  beverage.  The  remaining  were  for  various 
acts. 

There  were  108  criminal  acts  reported  to  this  department,  ranging  from 
assaults,  criminal  mischief  and  threatening,  burglaries,  thefts,  issuing  bad 
checks  to  harrassments. 

Under  "Other  Services  Rendered,"  which  includes  taking  fingerprints, 
services  to  insurance  companies,  family  services,  escorts  for  funerals  etc., 
delivering  emergency  messages,  helping  depressed  persons,  checking  VIN 
numbers  for  registration  purposes,  and  assisting  other  police  departments, 
this  department  performed  975  of  these  services. 

Security  checks  on  public  buildings  and  businesses  totaled  6587.  Private 
homes  checked  for  people  hospitalized,  away  on  vacation,  etc.,  numbered 
1776. 

Juvenile  Activity  was  more  active  from  the  previous  year.  A  total  of  41 
cases  were  brought  to  us,  20  were  disposed  of  by  Court  Action,  the  remaining 
disposed  of  by  other  means. 

Dog  Complaints  called  to  this  department  were  185  for  the  year. 

The  Department  responded  to  68  Accidents  this  year  which  had 
Personal  Injury  and  Property  Damage. 

A  total  of  61  persons  were  aided  by  this  Department,  this  is  due  to 
Accidents,  Illnesses  and  other  injuries  sustained  by  persons.

REPORT  OF  SILSBY  FREE  LIBRARY 

1976  was  a  most  eventful  year  for  the  trustees  of  the  library.  First,  we 
were  most  gratified  by  the  wide  support  of  the  proposed  addition  from  the 
whole  town. 

The  vote  at  the  1976  town  meeting  was  almost  unanimous  for  a 
borrowing  of  $5,000  a  year  for  six  years.  Even  though  we  failed  in  our 
application  for  a  grant  from  HUD,  we  were  encouraged  to  seek  other  sources. 
The  EDA  building  program  of  the  Dept.  of  Commerce  seemed  made  to  order 
for  this  project,  but  as  the  program  developed,  it  was  obvious  our  chances 
were  slim  as  long  as  there  were  so  few  people  using  the  building  full  time.  On 
November  4th,  EDA  suggested  that  municipal  offices  be  included.  As  our  date 
for  filing  the  application  was  November  17th,  there  was  no  time  for  the 
necessary  notices  to  call  a  town  meeting,  so  the  library  trustees  and  the 
selectmen  elected  to  proceed  with  the  enlarged  building,  which  would  house 
everyone  now  in  the  town  hall  adequately. 

Notice  of  EDA  approval  arrived  early  in  January  with  the  stipulation  that 
the  building  contract  must  be  signed  before  April  13th;  it  is  our  hope  to  be 
moving  the  library  into  a  structure  with  three  and  a  half  times  the  present  floor 
space  by  the  summer  of  1978. 

Pledges  and  contributions  toward  the  new  building  now  total  over 
$22,000.  So  many  have  worked  on  this  library  project  it  would  be  impossible  to 
list  them  all,  but  they  have  worked  hard  and  willingly,  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  wishes  to  express  their  gratitude  in  this  report. 

The  roof  has  been  repaired,  and  three  sides  of  the  old  library,  (the 
addition  covers  the  west  side),  were  repointed  and  waterproofed. 

Through  the  Bicentennial  Committee  we  received  a  grant  of  $1000  which 
was  used  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  typewriter  and  miscellaneous  furniture  and 
equipment.

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department  has 
recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a  joint  state 
and  town  or  city  responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend  names  of 
persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire 
warden  and  several  other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a 
three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside  fires, 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a  written  permit  for 
kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as  the 
fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  organization  in 
modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics.  The  State  also  provides 
backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of  the 
smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  20

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REPORT  OF  THE  FALL  MOUNTAIN  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION  TO 
THE  TOWN  OF  CHARLESTOWN 

The  Fall  Mountain  V.N. A.  provided  a  total  of  3302  units  of  service  to  the 
five  town  area  of  Charlestown,  Acworth,  Alstead,  Langdon  and  North  Walpole 
in  1976. 

Charlestown,  based  on  a  population  estimate  of  3500,  comprised  54.4% 
of  the  total  population  of  the  five  towns.  During  1976  Charlestown  received 
68.1%  of  the  V.N. A.  services  provided,  for  a  total  of  2,248  units  of  service.  The 
service  units  included  140  Charlestown  residents  seen  in  clinics  and  2108 
nursing  and  occupational  therapy  visits  made  by  professional  staff. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  V.N.A.'s  services  include  evaluation  visits, 
visits  made  to  patients  who  are  unable  to  pay,  visits  to  new  mothers  and 
newborn  infants,  health  promotion-disease  prevention  work  and  clinic 
services,  none  of  which  are  reimbursable. 

In  1976  costs  for  non-reimbursable  services  to  Charlestown  totaled 
$10,370.  Of  that  amount  $5,250  was  met  by  the  tax  appropriation,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $5,120.  This  indebtedness  led  to  a  deficit  that  the  Agency  was 
forced  to  meet  by  using  up  capital  reserves  and  obtaining  a  loan  that  must  be 
repaid  in  1977. 

Increased  costs,  plus  the  need  to  cover  non-reimbursable  services, 
make  it  necessary  for  the  Agency  to  request  $2.50  per  capita  in  1977.  New 
estimates  of  Charlestown's  population  indicate  that  the  total  is  at  least  4200,  a 
fact  that  partially  accounts  for  the  deficit  created  in  1976.  The  assessment 
based  on  that  figure  is  a  total  of  $10,500.  Without  this  amount  the  V.N. A.  may 
be  forced  to  reduce  its  number  of  otherwise  non-reimbursable  services,  a 
course  that  ultimately  would  be  more  costly  both  to  the  patients  and  to  the 
community.

REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


The  winter  months  were  spent  plowing,  sanding  and  hauling  snow  away. 
Additional  difficulties  were  encountered  by  rain  and  ice  storms.  Spring  runoffs 
and  resulting  damage  necessitated  the  replacement  of  culverts  and/or  repairs 
to  Meany  Road,  Hackett's  Swamp  Road,  Clay  Brook  Hollow  and  Morningside 
Lane.  During  the  spring  and  summer  months  brush  was  cut  and  dirt  roads 
were  gravelled  and  graded.  Other  streets  about  town  were  treated  with  cold 
patch  and/or  hot  top  as  required.  A  total  of  995  tons  of  hot  top  and  361  tons  of 
cold  patch  was  used. 

Over  672  miles  of  streets  were  excavated,  gravelled  and  re-surfaced 
along  with  the  necessary  culverts.  This  was  done  with  the  $25,000.00  special 
appropriation  voted  at  Town  Meeting. 

A  30  ft.  culvert  and  headwalls  were  placed  on  the  stream  by  George 
Blake's.  The  approaches  to  this  project  were  completed  out  of  TRA  funds.

1976  was  the  first  year  of  operation  of  the  Medical  Building  after  the 
completion  of  the  addition  to  the  building  for  the  Fall  Mountain  Nurse 
Association. 

The  main  building  was  leased  to  Dr.  Waldo  Merriam  under  his 
incorporated  name  of  The  Charlestown  Medical  Center.  Dr.  Merriam  provided 
space  for  the  Child  Youth  Project  in  the  main  building  and  the  addition  was 
leased  by  The  Charlestown  Medical  Building  Association  directly  to  the  Fall 
Mountain  Visiting  Nurse  Association. 

We  were  deeply  saddened  when  late  in  November,  Dr.  Merriam  died 
suddenly  of  a  heart  attack,  and  again  the  Town  of  Charlestown  found  itself 
looking  for  a  doctor.  The  Selectmen  immediately  appointed  a  Doctor  Search 
Committee  who  are  presently  actively  searching  for  a  doctor  or  doctors  to 
locate  in  Charlestown.  We  have  pledged  our  support  to  this  committee  by 
making  the  Medical  Building  available  to  a  doctor  or  doctors  they  recommend. 

In  the  interim,  we  are  continuing  to  provide  space  in  the  main  building  to 
the  Child  Youth  Project  for  which  they  are  contributing  to  the  expense  of 
operating  the  building. 

A  utility  storage  shed  was  added  to  the  rear  of  the  building  to  provide 
storage  for  items  such  as  wood  which  were  not  compatible  with  items  stored  in 
the  basement  of  the  new  addition  such  as  medical  supplies.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  HEALTH  OFFICER  —  1976 

North  Charlestown  and  Charlestown  drinking  water  wells  continued  to 
produce  "safe  drinking  water"  as  outlined  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
Water  Supply  &  Pollution  Control  Commission.  In  July  and  October  the 
Charlestown  well  showed  coliform  bacteria  counts  of  9  and  7  respectively 
which  is  over  the  State  limit  of  less  than  4  colonies  per  100  ml  of  water.  The 
reservoirs  received  constant  surveillance  during  the  spring  and  summer 
months  and  the  chlorinator  prevented  any  outbreaks  of  dysentary.  A  few  cases 
of  diarrhea  were  reported,  but  found  not  to  be  water  related  from  the  town's 
drinking  water. 

Very  few  complaints  registered  about  faulty  septic  systems.  If  you  are  on 
your  own  system  it  is  wise  to  flush  a  yeast  cake  or  two  into  your  system- 
particularly  if  you  are  leaving  home  for  a  couple  of  days.  This  allows  the  yeast 
and  bacteria  to  break  down  solids  and  to  keep  the  system  "working" 
biologically. 

The  town  landfill  reported  no  rodent  problems  or  other  health  problem 
situations  from  an  epidemiological  point  of  view. 

The  town  swimming  pool  reported  no  problems.  Water  is  monitored 
there  by  the  staff  and  their  equipment  was  found  to  be  adequate.  A  word  about 
chlorine  in  swimming  pools -the  burning  of  the  eyes  in  a  swimming  pool  is  due 
to  too  little  chlorine.  Chlorine  breaks  down  in  water  in  two  forms.  The  first 
burns  the  eyes  and  has  the  smell  we  associate  with  chlorine  because  it  is 
combined  with  ammonia  and  nitrogen.  The  other  form,  which  is  nitrogen  free, 
destroys  ammonia  compounds,  does  not  irritate  the  eyes  and  has  no  odor. 
According  to  researchers,  your  eyes  burn  when  there  isn't  enough  free 
chlorine  in  the  water  to  disintegrate  the  chlorine-ammonia  compounds.  Free 
chlorine  also  makes  the  water  pellucid  (more  transparent)  by  chemically 
destroying  sweat,  body  oils  and  other  substances  that  make  water  cloudy. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Department  of  Health  &  Welfare,  issued 
five  child-caring  agency  licenses  for  foster  homes  (RSA,  170:4). 

A  meeting  of  the  Twin-State  (Vt.-NH)  Health  Officers,  Food  Sanitarians, 
and  related  officials  was  attended  in  White  River  Junction,  Vt.  to  hearthe  latest 
on  health  related  environmental  factors. 

In  closing  this  report  it  is  strongly  recommended  that  every  man,  woman 
and  child  come  to  understand  that  the  watershed  area  of  thetown  is  important 
to  all  of  us.  The  watershed  consists  of  all  waters  that  run  toward  and  into  the 
town  reservoirs.  Clean  drinking  watersourcesareavaiuableassettooursmall 
town  -  the  homes,  theschools,  the  businesses  would  be  in  serious  trouble  if  we 
let  the  water  sources  become  unnecessarily  contaminated.  The  reservoirs  are 
now  a  restricted  area  except  for  the  town  employees  that  make  routine 
inspections  to  check  the  area.  If  we  all  educate  each  other  about  the  need  for 
clean  reservoir  environs  we  will  all  gain  the  advantages  of  excellent  drinking 
and  bathing  water  for  years  to  come.

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CHARLSTOWN  VOLUNTEER 
AMBULANCE  SERVICE 

The  Charlestown  Ambulance  Corps  made  154  ambulance  runs  in  1976, 
with  an  additional  25  responses  being  made  by  individual  ambulance  medics 
not  involving  transport.  Twenty-two  per-cent  of  the  responses  were  for  heart 
related  problems,  thirteen  per-cent  for  miscellaneous  accidents,  eighteen  per- 
cent for  illness,  and  twenty-nine  per-cent  for  transfers.  Of  the  68  automobile 
accidents  that  occurred  in  Charlestown  this  year,  the  ambulance  crews 
transported  28  victims  to  local  hospitals. 

During  this  past  year  we  have  found  that  we  are  spending  much  more  on 
maintenance  of  our  vehicles  and  equipment.  This  is  to  be  expected,  however, 
since  our  new  ambulance  is  now  two  years  old  and  our  first  HEAR  (Health 
emergency  air  radio)  system  is  now  three  years  old. 

A  serious  effort  has  been  made  by  the  ambulance  corps  to  maintain  a 
high  level  of  proficiency  through  continued  training  practices.  Due  to  the 
normal  circumstances  of  life,  the  Ambulance  Corps  has  lost  many  valuable 
members  this  year,  mainly  due  to  job  relocations.  We  have  been  forced  to  cut 
back  on  the  services  we  normally  have  provided.  Our  transfer  work  has  had  to 
be  drastically  reduced  and  we  want  to  apologize  to  those  of  you  who  have  had 
to  use  other  means  of  transportation.  It  is  our  hope  that  certain  modifications 
in  our  current  system  will  again  allow  us  to  take  on  the  full  and  total 
commitment  that  we,  as  your  ambulance  service,  want  to  assume. 

I  would  like  to  invite  any  citizens  who  are  interested  in  serving  in  the 
capacity  of  ambulance  medics,  to  contact  us  through  the  Selectmen's  office. 

In  conclusion,  the  Ambulance  Corps  would  like  to  extend  a  very  warm 
and  appreciative  thanks  to  the  emergency  phone  operators,  Mrs.  Shirley 
Hayes,  Mrs.  Eleanor  Streeter,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cleo  Chapman,  Chief  and  Mrs. 
Robert  Burns,  and  the  Charlestown  Police  Department  dispatchers,  for  their 
invaluable  service. 

To  the  friends  and  supporters  of  the  Ambulance  Corps,  a  very  sincere 
thank  you.  Your  thoughts  and  deeds  do  not  go  unnoticed.

MAIN  STREET  PARKING  COMMITTEE 

1976  GUIDELINES 

ARTICLE  XVI  OF  TOWN  WARRANT  READ  AT  1976  MEETING: 

"The  motion  was  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town  of  Charlestown  re-instate 
parking  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street.  Said  re-instatement  to  follow  such 
guidelines  and  recommendations  as  may  be  proposed  by  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  selectmen  consisting  of  nine  (9)  members." 

Said  committee  having  been  appointed,  met  at  lower  Town  Hall  March  31, 
1976.  Recommendation  was  made  at  this  meeting  as  follows: 

"We  recommend  to  the  selectmen  that  parking  be  re- 
instated from  Church  Street  to  the  south  driveway  of 
the  Unitarian  Church.  It  is  understood  that  this  is  a 
temporary  plan  until  a  permanent  plan  can  be 
arranged." 

Selectmen  agreeing  with  above  recommenation,  requested  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  to  remove  'No  Parking'  signs  in  area  of  Main  Street  described 
above.  Signs  were  removed  subsequently  in  this  area  per  selectmen's  request 
and  parking  places  were  lined  under  the  supervision  of  Charlestown  Police 
Chief. 

At  May  25,  1976  meeting  public  reaction  to  committee  recommendations  was 
discussed.  Possible  off-street  parking  arrangements  were  examined  with 
agreement  that  permanent  off-street  parking  be  established.  No  specific 
recommendations  were  made  to  the  selectmen  regarding  off-street  parking. 

It  was  agreed  at  a  November  17,  1976  meeting  that  the  recommendation  atthe 
March  31,  1976  meeting  be  changed  from  temporary  to  permanent. 
Unanimous  approval  of  members  present.  No  further  recommendations  were 
made.

The  Conservation  Commission  would  like  to  thank  the  Charlestown 
Grange  for  their  efforts  in  seeing  the  1976  Community  Garden  located  on  the 
Old  Claremont  Road  a  success.  If  any  residents  wish  to  participate  in  a 
community  garden  in  1977,  please  contact  any  member  of  the  Grange  or  the 
Conservation  Commission.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Charlestown  Planning  Board  has  been  involved  with  a  very  active 
year  with  regard  to  their  duty  "to  preserve  land  value  and  protect  the  general 
welfare  of  the  community".  Our  objectives  are  designed  to  plan  and  guide 
growth  in  the  Town  in  order  to  protect  the  most  important  economic  resource 
in  the  community:  Land. 

This  year  we  have  made  several  additions  to  update  our  Subdivision 
regulations:  we  adopted  written  guidelines  for  "Site  Plan  Review"  of  non- 
residential construction  (authority  was  granted  in  1975  Town  meeting);  and 
we  have  worked  with  a  specially  appointed  "Zoning  Study  Committee"  in 
order  to  bring  before  this  Town  meeting  a  new  Zoning  Proposal.  I  would  I  ike  to 
present  a  few  facts  as  to  "why"  your  planning  board  continues  to  propose  a 
zoning  ordinance:

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BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS  REPORT  —  1976 

On  March  3rd,  the  day  after  Town  Meeting,  the  elected  board  of 
Assessors  took  the  oath  of  office,  administered  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

On  March  17th  your  three  elected  assessors  attended  an  all  day 
instruction  meeting  (or  school)  in  Swanzey  along  with  Town  Assessors  from 
various  towns  in  this  region  of  the  State.  This  meeting  was  called  by  and 
operated  by  the  Appraisal  Division  of  the  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration.  We  were  in  unanimous  agreement  that  we  should  use  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  "Property  Appraisal  Manual"  as  our  guide,  and,  that 
we  would  use  the  Assessment  Record  Cards  produced  by  the  State  Appraisal 
Division. 

Before  we  could  begin  to  give  attention  to  our  job  of  1 976  assessments 
we  were  presented  with  a  deluge  of  unresolved  1975  abatement  applications 
from  mobile  home  owners,  many  of  whom  had  been  taxed  at  100  percent  of 
valuation  for  several  years,  while  other  property  in  the  town  had  been  assessed 
at  53  percent.  Many  of  these  1975  requests  for  abatement  were  in  the  hands  of 
the  State  Board  of  Taxation,  before  we  took  office,  but  we  had  to  attend  the 
hearings  in  Concord. 

Thus  we  became  involved  in  correcting  the  situation,  which  meant 
reappraising  all  the  mobile  homes  in  Town  (about  500)  asthetop  priority.  This 
meant  days  and  days  of  labor  which  we  had  not  anticipated  when  we  were 
elected  to  office.  In  the  process  we  also  found  some  mobile  homes  which  were 
underassessed  in  previous  years.  This  too  was  corrected  using  the  uniform 
standards  of  the  Property  Appraisal  Manual. 

On  May  10th  we  were  summoned  to  a  hearing  before  the  State  Board  of 
Taxation  on  the  complaint  of  a  citizen  that  building  lots  in  sub-divisions  were 
not  being  taxed  enough.  This  complaint  had  also  been  sent  in  before  we  took 
office.  The  State  Board  of  Taxation  on  investigation  found  the  complaint  to  be 
valid,  but,  decided  not  to  order  a  total  reassessment  when  they  learned  that 
this  board  had  a  plan  to  correct  this  situation  within  a  three  year  period.  We 
then  had  to  review  all  sub-division  maps  and  make  many  contacts  to  partially 
correct  this  taxation  inequity  for  1976. 

Then  through  information  contained  in  the  1975  blotter  books  plus 
a  review  of  all  Inventory  forms  sent  in  by  property  owners  and  through  other 
sources  we  compiled  a  list  of  the  homes  that  were  incomplete  last  year  or 
where  extensive  remodeling,  additions,  garages,  etc.  had  been  completed 
since  the  previous  assessment.  All  these  had  to  be  reassessed  as  of  April  1st 
1976.  Following  this,  came  the  new  homes  and  buildingsthat  had  been  built  or 
started  during  the  previous  year. 

All  these  had  to  be  investigated  and  most  of  them  were  of  sufficient 
importance  to  warrant  a  partial  orcompleteassessmentof  the  property.  There 
were  about  100  of  these.  We  used  the  same  method  that  the  State  uses  when 
they  assess  a  piece  of  property,  calculating  the  total  value  from  the  State 
Appraisal  Manual  and  applied  the  53  per  cent,  as  was  done  with  all  the  Mobile 
Homes. 
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We  realize  that  there  are  still  inequalities  in  assessments  all  over  town 
and  we  are  in  agreement  that  an  overall  assessment  must  be  made  as  soon  as 
possible  on  all  land  and  all  buildings. 

This  will  mean  that  three  assessors  will  have  to  work  full  time  to  get  the 
job  done.  It  is  our  belief  that  the  locally  elected  assessors  can  do  as  good  a  job 
as  outsiders  and  at  about  one  half  the  cost  to  the  town,  but  this  will  require  a 
realistic  budget.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  voters  at  Town  Meeting  will  see  fit  to 
approve  the  one  year  1 977  Reassessment  Budget  recommended  by  this  board.

Beginning  July  12,  1976  the  Finance  Committee  met  with  theSelectmen 
and  all  town  departments  to  review  the  status  of  the  1976  budget  as  of  July  1, 
1976.  Meetings  were  held  again  on  Sept.  16th  and  October  20th  for  further 
review.  An  update  was  provided  by  the  Selectmen  on  November  1 7th.  On  Sept. 
23rd  the  Finance  Committee  met  to  discuss  methods  by  which  the  Committee 
could  serve  a  more  useful  role  in  reviewing  budgets  and  assisting  the 
Selectmen.  Recommendations  were  made. 

On  Dec.  5,  1976  the  Finance  Committee  met  with  the  Selectmen,  Police 
Chief,  Highway  Advisory  Board  and  the  Health  Officer  to  begin  discussion  of 
the  proposed  1977  budgets  and  projected  five  year  capital  expenditures. 
Similar  meetings  were  held  with  town  departments  on  Dec.  12th,  Dec.  15th, 
Jan.  9,  1977,  Jan.  16th  and  Jan.  31st.  and  Feb.  6th. 

Minutes  of  all  meetings  are  available  for  inspection  at  the  Selectmen's 
Office  in  the  Town  Hall  and  those  interested  in  the  budget  review  process  are 
urged  to  make  use  of  these  documents.

REPORT  OF  OVERSEER  OF  WELFARE 

This  year  new  Welfare  guidelines  were  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  provide  better  legal  screening  of  welfare  recipients  by  the  town.

Assoc,  the  N.H.  Local  Assistance  Administrators  Assoc,  and  N.H.  Legal 
Assistance.  With  this  procedure,  coupled  with  the  re-imbursement  procedures 
instituted  last  year.  Welfare  costs  of  the  Town  have  been  maintained  at  a 
reasonable  level.
